Columbus Day 


There may or may not be Columbus Day celebrations in 


-Europe today. There should-be for the Old World_owes .a debt 
of gratitude to the discoverer of greater magnitude than that 
which we confess. Here we shall observe with appropriate 
ceremonies and festivities the four hundred and thirty-first an- 
niversary of the first landing of white men in the Western 
World. Considering the business superficially, it'appears to 
most of us that the event was.of greater significance to Ameri- 
cans, applying the term particularly to designate citizens of the 
United States than to any others. But on reflection, is not 
Europe most to be congratulated in this twentieth century on 
the achievement of the great Genoese in the Fifteenth? 


In that earlier time they looked upon America as a good 


thing, which it unquestionably was. There was a scramble to 
possess it and for a time the Western Hemisphere was divided 
up among Old World Nations. They were not fit to have the 
good thing and lost it. Speaking of the United States alone it 
can be demonstrated that nothing ever happened of- equal 
worth to Europe than the breaking away of the American col- 
onies from the motherland. Through that severing of ties we 
gained freedom to develop along our own lines and we built 
a nation that is recognized over there as the most powerful oh 
the globe. There is not a question in the minds of intelligent 
people that America saved the Entente nations from being- 
vanquished in the world war. Unprejudiced people realize that 
at this very moment our policies contribute most to their pres- 
ervation. 


But what is the use of a good thing existing if you cannot 


make use of it? That's what Europe, thought in the Fifteenth 
and Sixteenth centuries and for some time afterward. That's 
what is thought over there now. Could some of the European 
countries have their-way with America, there would be no 
peace in Europe. This country, whose origin we date from Col- 
umbus' discivery, has become the balance wheel of civilization. 
It is saving Europe by doing the right thing and not what 
Europeans want it to do. It is Europe's hope in the future and 
the hope will not prove a vain one. Wherefore instead of 
hating us it should be thankful for us and join America in cele- 
brating Columbus Day. * 


Mexican Opportunity. 


With recognition by the United States government Mexico' 


is in a position to establish herself on a firm foundation. The 
task will be a difficult one. It is said that there are 8,000,000 
alliterate persons in the republic out of its 14,000,000 popula- 
tion, and 4,000,000 of the literates speak neither English nor 
Spanish, but tribal Indian. 


The problem of the education of the Mexican child is per- 


haps the most difficult one Mexico has to solve. To attain any 
degree of perfection in her educational system she will bt con- 
fronted with greater obstacles than were experienced in the 
early days of the public school in this nation. Americans were 
eager that their children learn. The low caste Mexican looks 
askance upon anything which tends to supplant old institu- 
tions, other, of course, than political 


Enrique Corona, the department of education head, has es- 


timated that Mexico needs 7,000 public schools. It is ques- 
tionable, however, if such an extensive program would .be wise 
at this time. Mexico might do better by perfecting her own 
individual system in particular localities, branching out by de- 
grees and as her people become better acquainted with it. In 
this way she would be insured of a corps of teachers that would 
be capable of instructing the younger generation. 


Royal Hospitality 


Hospitality for officials visiting London probably will be 


greatly limited in the future if the announcement of the man- 
ner of conducting the coming conferences of the Domiion 
premiers goes for anything. Instead of being incessantly wined 
and dined officials will be asked to attend but a few state ban- 
quets and these will be much more simple than has been the 
rule in the past. 
v 


This idea of simplified entertaining originated with the 


premiers themselves who let it be known that there is a limit 
to their physical endurance. Experience in this country where 
distinguished visitors have succumbed to the strain of attempt- 
ing to follow too strenuous programs indicates that a similar 
restriction on banquets and social functions might work with 
satisfaction to all concerned.

His pay en- 
velope shows an increase in purchas-| 
ing power of seventy-four percent, 
in nine years. His working hours! 
are never longer than eight and 
often not more than six. His rent, 
when he lives in a company-owned 
houBe averages about $10.00 for ac- 
commodation that would cost two 
hundred percent, more in another 
town. No wonder the raining pro- 
fession is overcrowded!
